"Our harvest being gottsu in, oar Gov- 


ernor (William Bradford) sent four men 
on fowling, so that we might after a spec- 
ial manner rejoice together after we had 
gathered the fruit of our labors. They 
four in one day killed as much foule as, 
with a little help beside, served the com- 
pany almost a week. At which time, 
amongst other recreation, we exercised 
our arms, many of the Indians coming 
amongst us, and amongst the rest their

greatest king, Massasoit, with some 90 
men, 
whom for three days we entertained 


and feasted, and they went out ank killed 
five deer, which they brought to the 
plantation arid bestowed on our Governor 
and upon the Captain (Myles Standish) 
and others."

CONGRESS ANI> THE MOSEY 


The money question looms up in terri- 


fying proportions before the congress 
•which meets December 6. The perplex- 
ing difficulty i." not what onerht to be 
done, but what can be done. The abso- 
lute retirement of all legal tender notes 
without substituting some other form of 
legal tender paper is an impossibility. 
Such a proposition would bft rt jeered bv 
an overwhelming majority in both houses 
of Congress. It is preposterous to suppose 
that the United States can be the only 
great commercial country -,i bich declares 
gold to be the only lega, lender. Such a 
declaration would create a stricture in 
business without a parallel in the history 
of cur country. 


If Congress cannot pass a bill retiring 


all the present legal tender notes, it can, 
ky modifications of the existing law, do 
a great deal to restrict the operations of 
the present legal tender monry in menac- 
ing the business interests of the country 
and itaparilinr; the treasury in periods 
of national panics and dismay. 
The 


present law con,1 pels the treasury depart- 
ment to pay out again the legal tender 
notes whenever they flow into the treas- 
ury. 
There is DO discretion I'iowed- 


The law is mandatory. Pnd thus tha 
treasury is constantly drained of its gold 
by this paying out process. 
It is not 


necessary that the treasury notes should 
be canceled, but. the secretary of tho 
treasury should be allowed to use his 
largest discretion as to what kind of 
money he should pay out inredeiiption 
01 current obligations. 
AS in certain 


emergencies the treasury may require 
money and docs not think it good policy 
to reissue legal tendernotes, the secretary 
ought to have the authority to issue 
460,000,000 or moro of legal tender certifi- 
cates bearing a rate cf interest not. ex- 
ceeding 2 per cent. The secretary sho.u.ii 
also have the power vested in him to bor- 
r«w money on low interest bonds, not ex- 
•Wefling 3 per cent., whenever the inter- 
ests of the country or the needs of the 
treasury may dictate such borrowing. 


The present law does not authorize any 


loan under 5 per cent., and therefore the 
late administration had to borrow a 5 per 
cent, to replenish the gold reserve and to 
satisfy the needs of the country. 
The 


Western and Southwestern Democrats are 
fanatically opposed to any change in the 
law, and thus compel the government to 
borrow at 5 per cent, when it could readi- 
ly procure par on its 4 per cent, bonds. 
Oi course, a premium is obtained on the 
6 per cent, bonds, but it sounds oddly and 
very unfortunately for our country in 
Europe when it is announced that the 
United States is borrowing money at 5 
per cent.

A Daring Feat Successfully 


Performed by George 


Rounds. 


BACKERS DID NOT GOME TO TIME 


Mr. Rounds of Williamstown Would 


Not Be Considered a Fake and 


Took the Chances Without Fi- 
nancial Inducement. Several 


Snap Shots Taken. 


George Hounds of Williamstown rode 


his bicycle across the wire footbridge 
near the Vermont lino Monday afternoon. 
As was stated in this paper last week, a 
wager of 550 was made by a Bennington, 
Vt., man and some men iu this city who 
oflisred to back Bounds and divide the 
purse with him in case he successfully 
performed the feat. The time set for the 
trial was last Thursday afternoon and 
Rounds went to the bridge prepared for 
the attempt. A number of persons as- 
sembled to witness it, but the North Ad- 
anis men failed to show up and the affair 
was postponed. Mr. Rounds came to this 
city Thursday evening to see his backers, 
but could get no satisfaction. If they had 
ever meant business they were prepared 
to back out now so the whole thing fell 
through so>far as they were concerned.

Murphy, Thomas P. Teaffe, David Laurii 
and William Qoodell, ajl of Williamstown 
—he went to the bridge Monday after- 
noon and successfully crossed it on his 
wheel not only once, but twice. A num- 
ber of snap shots were taken by Mr. Wil- 
liams while he was performing the feat. 


The bridge is over }00 feot long and 


from 15 to 20 feet above the Hoosae river 
It is made of two wire cables on which 
there are cross pieces, and upon these is 
a board track about a foot wide. Wire8 
strung at each side serve as guard rails. 
It makes the average man nervous to 
cross the bridge on foot, and to ride a bi- 
cycle over it is a feat that very tew woul<: 
dare to undertake. 


Mr. Rounds showed good grit in riding 


the bridge with no financial indncements 
and in doing so he very handsomely 
cleared himself from any suspicion of 
faking. Those who watched him say his 
wheel ran exceedingly close to the edge 
of the plank some of the way, but he did 
not make a single slip. It was a daring 
piece or work well performed, and many 
more would have been present to witness 
it if it had been generally known that it 
was to take place Monday afternoon.
